REMARKS 

Claims 1-9, 14-20, and 25-32 are pending in the present application. In the Final Office 
Action mailed on May 8, 2006, the Examiner rejected claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. §112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. Applicant hereby 
cancels claims 1-8 without prejudice. Applicant respectfully requests entry of the foregoing 
amendments, and reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejections in the Final Office Action in 
view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

I. Examiner Interview
